Never 
was a calculation more speedily summed up, and your 
Whig financiers, with all their ability, never dis- 
covered a tax so oppressive to the great majority of 
born Mr. Gladstone could invent nothing but an 
income-tax to supply his exhausted Exchequer; and 
just as we were congratulating ourselves upon the 
approaching termination of the impost, we discovered 
that for the last nine months we had been, collec- 
tively and individaally,running into debt,and we had 
to pay at once all the arrears which Mr. Gladstone's 
inventive genius created in an hour. 

We do not mean to repeat here what has been so 
often and so well said of an income- tax, that it is 
essentially a war-tax, and should only be levied during 
war, that it affords the greatest temptation to 

extravagance by the facility with which it is enacted, 
and that it is inquisitorial in its administration and 
most oppressive in the method of collection. We will 
speak to-day merely of its unfairness. A 
property-tax may be right, but then it should 
not oppress one class and spare another. 
It should not wrench from the hard-working 
professional the same amount it levies from the 
wealthy landowner or fuand-holder. Suppose a 
ease: A has twenty thousand pounds in bank, and 
pays but a trifling percentage on the interest; his 
capital remains untouched for his children and his 
children’s children. B has his profession, and he 
is taxed at the same rate on the proceeds of his pro- 
fession, although, were he sick or dead, his profession, 
which is his capital, is lost. The whole capital 
B possesses is himself and his intellect. He pays 
a tax upon himself. A is untouched, and his 
capital untouched when he is gone. 

The class who are most oppressed by this tax is 


Seven or ten per cent. of their earnings 
is to them a very serious matter. The man of one 
or two thousands a year does not feel it. The latter 
can easily retrench : he may keep one ortwo servants 
less ; he may lop off two or three dinner parties in 
the year, and give port or sherry in lieu of cham- 
paigne or claret, and serve up Anglo-Saxon joints 
instead of the manipulated trifles of Frenchified 
cookery. Nay, he may stop his subscriptions to half a 
dozen charities. But what can the majority of our 
professional men retrench? Only the nicest and 
most careful management enables them to make both 
ends meet. They cannot give their children less 
wholesome food, their dress must be neat and good, 
their houses clean and tidy, or they sink at once; 
they cannot, by any exertion, make the additional 
taxation or save it. 

The Act legalising the income-tax expires next 
year, but as surely as we have a Whig Cabinet so 
surely will we have an income-tax, and an income- 
tax vastly increased in amount. Mr. Cobden and 
Mr. Bright have ceased to bellow about Reform. Mr. 
Leathem's escapades and the disastrous strike have 
silenced these disinterested personages on that head. 
But they have found another stalking-horse where- 
with to agitate the million. About twenty millions 
are annually collected from the Excise. This Messrs. 
Bright and Cobden propose at once to abolish whole- 
sale. Millowners are wise in their generation. Their 
chief motive in agitating for free trade was, that by the 
increased cheapness of articles of consumption 
they might be enabled to lower the wages of 
the working-man and increase their profits. To 
remove 20 millions now levied, easily and almost 
without perception, on exciseable articles, and to im- 
pose it on property or income, will be, in plain terms, 
to add twenty pence in the pound to the income-tax, 
and to divide ten millions yearly additional profit 
among the millowners. 

This is not a very pleasant prospect for those who 
have neither mills nor lands, but it is a true descrip- 
tion of an imminent danger. As long as Milner 
Gibson is in the Cabinet, and the Cabinet depends 
upon the Cottonocracy, so long there is not the 
danger, but the certainty, of a greatly increased 
income-tax. 

Solon could find out, two thousand three hundred 
years ago, a method of taxation which the clever, 
original, unfeeling, and, therefore, statesmanlike Mr. 
Gladstone could not. The Athenian economist in- 
troduced a graduated income-tax ; and if we are fore- 
armed as we are forewarned, that is what must be 
enacted for ourselves. We would exact no tax from 
any man with a family of three children, when his 
income did not exceed £300 a year. We would tax 
those who have £1,000 a year at double the rate 
those who possess less are charged; and those of 
£3,000 a year treble. 

A scale of this kind might be framed, but, to do so 
would require some skill, knowledge, and humanity. 
We do not accuse any of the Whig Cabinet of pos- 
sessing these attributes; but surely among the Op- 
position some man may be found to organise a sys- 
tem whose fairness none will deny but they who 
grow rich by the sufferings of thousands.

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The Times on the Influence and Power of the

The power of the press in any country can only be 
measured by the weight of that portion of the commu- 
nity whose opinions it represents. In this country, 
where freedom of speech is no crime, the press can only 
exist by reflecting, and in some degree moul-ing, the 
ideas which animate the most intelligent pertion of the 
community, however modified by the different political 
sections into which it is divided. It is emphatically the 
organ of a self-governing people ; and, while it faithfully 
exposes their political differences, their quarrels, and 
their weaknesses, it no less truly represents their united 
sentiments upon questions which touch the dignity and 
welfare of the nation itself. It is, therefore, generally in 
advance of the Government as an exponent of public 
opinion, and, whether its conclusions be right or wrong, 
the Government is in no way responsible for them 
Hence the opinions which it proneunces on the policy 
and conduct of foreign rulers, however much in accor- 
dance with the sentiments of the community at large, 
are not to be regarded as expositi.ns ot the views of 
Cabinets, nor can they in any way compromise the (Gó- 
vernment of the day.

the French journals whose labours have been crowned 
with this remarkable result exult overmuch. If they 
have succeeded in alarming us into taking those means 
for our protection which we ought to have taken long 
ago, they have done this not by their own strength, but 
because they were believed to speak the sentiments of 
Power much stronger and more formidable 
than themselves. It is because the French 
press is placed under severe restraint—“ invited” 
not to speak of this and “advertised ” for 
speaking of that—because Government is always keep- 
ing an account against it, in which it is debited with 
everything and credited with nothing; because the 
press must not only suppress what Government dis- 
likes, but must insert what Government desires—these 
are the reasons that have made the long and steady 
abuse of England appear so formidable in our eyes. The 
French ‘press is iuvited not to touch on ecclesiastical 
questions, and is warned not to deal with treaties when 
their construction grows delicate; but abuse of England 
—that is a topic against which it is never warned tu 
drop which it is never invited. People have concluded, 
and not unreasonably, that as Government in France 
have allowed nothing to appear in the press which they 
do not like, and as they allow abuse of England to ap- 
pear there to any extent, they have no objection to see 

England heartily, and not always fairly, abused. 

This conclusion was not in itself unnatural, though 
we are far from thinking it was correct. It is, indeed, 
the misfortune of princes that the world, which views 
at leisure that which they are often compelled to do in 
haste, or not do from pre-occupation, persists in ascrib- 
ing to them motives by which they were never actuated 
and intentions which they never entertained. It is ano- 
ther misfortune of princes that they must bear the 
blame of many things ignorantly done or omitted to be 
done by persons whose actions are identified with their 
own, though they may possess very little of their con- 
fidence. More especially is this the case with the Em- 
peror Napoleon, who is emphatically his own Minister, 
and who trusts his ultimate views and intentions less 
than any Sovereign in Europe to the kes ping of others. 
We are bound in candour to say, that whenever any 
question has come before the Emperor personally, he 
has always shown the utmost goodwill to the English 
Government and nation, and we the more willingly re- 
sign ourselves to the agreeable impression that all this 
trouble and expense has been incurred under a false im- 
pression, as we are rapidly arriving at a point in our 
preparations which will, as it ought, relieve us from 
anxiety for the future, and make us not unreasonably 
confident in our own strength and resources. We are 
bound to admit that the burdens we have undertaken 
seem to sit upon us very easily, and that the country 
will not for a moment regret them, if in exchange for 
our heavy expenditure we can only receive the con- 
sciousness, not that we are able to do evil to others, but 
that others are no longer able to do serious mischief 
to us. ' 

One main cause of our preparations has un doubtedly 
been, as we have shown, the liberty enjoyed and abused 
by a portion of the French press of vilifying England 
and everything English. Yet wedo notin any degree 
complain of that liberty, nor wish to see the press of 
France silenced on this subject, as on so many others. 
It is not by the instrinsic worthof their reflections that 
the English Government and peonle hive been moved, 
but rather by, the indication on which such attacks were 
believed to afford of the true feeling of the French 
Government. It was not liberty, but exceptional 
liberty, that we misunderstood. Ifthe Emperor of the 
French really wishes to give a proof of his goodwill 
towards this country, let him prove it by doing away 
with this exceptional liberty, that is not liberty, 
but the exception We do not ask that Eng- 
land and English polilics should be added to 
the long Inder Expurgatorius which has been 
framed for the use of the French press, but rather that 
the French press may be left free to discuss other ques- 
tions from which it is now excluded. Were the field of 
discussion larger, England would probably come in for 
less of it. The Emperor has really no right to be sur- 
prised if, notwithstanding all his good intentions, he finds 
himself, after all, misconstrued by the English people. 
We are the least metaphysical of mankind, and not only 
should never dream of making war for an idea ourselves, 
but are utterly unable to understand how anybody 
else can do so. Moreover, having the zood fortune to 
possess a free press, which isallowed to write on any sub- 
ject it likes, to take any side it pleases, and which can 
neither be silenced nor forced tospeak by the order of a 
Minister of the Interior, we are in the habit of attaching 
to statements in our own newspapers an importance 
very different from that which ought to be attached 
to the lucubrations of a press existing on the barest 
sufferance, and writing only up to the point that is per- 
mitted. It is to be feared that the intellect of our blunt 
islanders does not always discriminate between the two, 
and that, from our own invetcrate habit of publicity, we 
are apt to forget the conditions under which foreign 
journalists write, and attach to their lucubrations an 
importance they do not at all deserve. We ought to 
learn to treat the press of France with as much indiffer- 
ence as itis treated by Frenchmen themselves. We 
will try to do so for the future, and to believe that if the 
French Government tolerates a freedom of comment on 
England which it does not, for instance, permit on Rome, 
it is because it believes the opinion of England to be 
robust enough to bear the abuse which it is conscious is 
undeserved, while infallible Rome trembles at the very 
breath of criticism. 
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The Morning Herald on the Spanish Ultimatum:-- 


The insolence of the ultimatum addressed by the 
Spanish authorities to the Government of Morocco 
ought to open the eyes of our statesmen to the real ob- 
ject ofthe war now commencing. It is such as no State 
with any regard for its sovereign rights can accept ; 
and it must be regarded, not as the extreme offer of a 
power desiring to make peace, but as the challenge of 
one intent upon conquest, and anxious to find the 
slightest possible pretext to justify its aggression. Its 
significance is enhanced by the fact that itis the 
latest of three demands, two of which the Moors have 
successively accepted, and it is only after having twice 
yielded, and having been twice humiliated by the propo- 
sal of further demands, that the Moorish Government 
has refused turther concession. The causes of the quar- 
rel between the two Governments are trifling. If an 
honourable settlement of the difficulty had been de- 
sired by Spain, it might have b.cn solved long ago. But 
for years past Spanish officials have omitted no opportu- 
nity of lowering the Moorish authorities in the eyes of 
their own subjects and of the world, and t.ieir present 
attitude is the fitting climax of their past arrogance. 
We believe it would be possible for some time back to 
trace a settled determination to fix a quarrel on the Sul- 
tan. Both Lord Clarendon and Lord Malmesbury were 
compelled to interfere against the usurpations by the 
Spanish Government of the ‘rights of the Moorish 
authorities. It was evident that whilst this country 
was ex me to ass the condition of Mo- 
rotco, y and politically. Spain was ti 
heras a barbarous power, and oo — — 
to establish upon her territory the irresponsible do- 
mination of a foreign State.

a benefit to the navies of Europe in this respect, as her 
liberality in commercial matters is advantageous to 
European trade. But to England the coasts of Mo- 
rocco in the hands of France or Spain would be 
equivalent to the loss of her maritime supre- 
macy in the Mediterranean, the virtual annihi- 
lation of her influence upon the Continent. 
Our position at Gibraltar is dependent on the 
neutrality of the opposite coast. Our garrison is supplied 
almost exclusively“from Moorish territory. Yet Tangiers, 
our principal market, is now blockaded by the Spanish 
fleet. We do not desire to anticipate a combination be- 
tween French and Spaniards to deprive us of the Rock. 
But it is only common prudence to be prepared against 
it; and what would our position be worth if, in the event 
ofa war with those Powers, the port of Morocco were 
closed against us? When the Prince de Joinville's 
squadron was operating against Morocco, a protest from 
Lord Aberdeen confined the attack to a bombardment. 
England could not look on quietly at the landing of 
French troops in 1845. Why must she stand 
by in 1859, and permit the weakest Power 
in Europe to wantonly outrage a friendly state, and 
imperil her own most vital interests? This is not the 
first time within the memory of modern statesmen that 
Spain has been disposed to put an affront upon this 
country. In 1826 the power that now threatens Morocco 
menaced our ally, Portugal. Then we had a Minister 
who could foresee danger, and by bold and prompt ac- 
tion avert it. The announcement of the application for 
our assistance was simultaneous with that of the dis- 
patch of a British fleet to the Tagus. In 1859 we 
content ourselves with sending a fleet into our own 
waters. We manifestly “let I dare not wait upon I 
would,” and we expose ourselves to the derision of Eu- 
rope by the indirect threat of a policy that 
we dare not openly avow. The English fleet at 
Gibraltar has only had one effect, and that effect a 
most disastrous one. It has brought down a 
French squadron to the Bay ot Algesiras, and the 
French Government can boast with good reason that 
the presence of an insignificant force under its flag 
has heen sufficient to checkmate English policy in the 
Mediterranean. The British Minister who has per- 
mitted the “ temporary occupation of Tangiers by 
Spain has been guilty of a gross neglect of our na- 
tie nal interests. Lord John Russell uust have known 
for some time the intentions of the Spanish Govern 
ment. Its last demand for ten miles of Moorish ter- 
ritory ought to have awakened him to the real 
objects of the war, and to have aroused every spark of 
national feeling in his composition. We care not to 
trace the present movement of Spain to its true source. 
1 ought to be a matter of indifference to a British 
Minister whether Spain alone, or Spain and France 
combined, are acting in this matter. But it is plain 
that England, like Morocco, has reached a point where 
every concession will but be the signal for further en- 
croachments; and that the pusillanimity which dis- 
tinguishes the foreign policy of the present Cabinet must 
ere long land this country in a position of unprecedented 
dishonour and danger. 


The Daily News on the coming Congress:— 


The proverb which bids us go abroad to hear tidings of 
home is receiving ample justification. During the last 
week or ten days all the most important foreign news 
has referred to the resolution and actions of England, 
especially with reference to her participation in a pro- 
jected Congress. The Ministerial Paris press, over- 
leaping all intermediate difficulties, announces that 
England has agreed to enter the Congress ; andthe Dres- 
den Journal, more Austrian thaneven the Vienna Gazette, 
proclaims that we have agreed to do so witheut any 
condition. The simple fact is, that the conditions 
which must be settled before England can enter a Con- 
gress are not yet agreed on. With this fact before 
him, the daily reader will be in no danger of being mis- 
led by the bewildering statements of the foreign press. 
The British Government has never objected to discuss 
Italian affairs in a European Congress. It could not 
consistently do so after having raised its voice in the 
Congress of 1856 on behalf of Italy. But England has 
never pretended to regulate the internal concerns of the 
Peninsula. On the contrary,the Earl of Clarendon 
founded his right to speak of Italy on the occasion 
referred to on the fact that non-Italian States were in- 
termeddling there; and the policy he represented had 
for its sole object tc put an end to the intervention of 
foreign Powers in the affairs of that country, and 
replace its component States in possession of the 
independence contemplated in European treaties. Much 
that then needed undoing in Italy has since disappeared. 
A large portion of Central Italy is in actual enjoyment 
of that self-regulating, self-disposing power which was 
then rather desired than hoped for. We have seen the 
Duchies when freed from the menace of Austria, and 
deserted by sovereigns who could not endure the con- 
scious falseness of their position, furming alliances and 
confederacies, and disposing of their allegiance in 
the orderly exercise of national sovereignty. We 
see them now free to recal their truant Princes, with 
or without conditions, or to forbid their return. So 
far, then, as conceros Tuscany, Parma, Modena, 
and Bologna, our moderate wishes are fulfilled in the 
mere fact that the people of those States and provinces 
are left to manage their own affairs. They will be ful- 
filled in the rest of Italy whenever the Princes and peo- 
ple are left to settle their differences by themselves. If 
the people of any State acquiesce in thedenial of conse- 
crated political rights as the Neapolitans appear to do 
we do not object, it is not our business to decide for 
other people how much freedom they need. If people of 
another State, like the subjects of the Pope, find them- 
selves held down by a foreign army, we must in con- 
sistency seek the removal of that strange compres- 
sion. Foreign statesmen and publicists who pay us the 
compliment to discuss our policy will do well to remem- 
ber that these simple and intelligible principles are not 
those ofa party in this country—they are held by the 
great body of Englishmen. A Tory Administration 
would not be allowed to violate them, and a Liberal 
Ministry that should do so could not face Parliament. 
They are too plain to be misunderstood, too universal to 
be questioned, and too precious to be surrendered to the 
most valued ally. We have natural sympathies with 
Sardinia as a Constitutional State, most of us have our 
Opinions as to the needful guarantees of Italian indepen- 
dence; but considerations of this kind are but secondary, 
and are unanimously postponed to the supreme and 
simple desire that the affairs of Italy may be left to the 
Italians. g i 
Wich these profound convictions and sentiments it 
is simply impossible that we can become parties to any 
grand schemes for giving away the crowns of Italy ir- 
respective of the wishes of the people. We repudiate 
the least pretension to dispose of the allegiance of Tus- 
cans or Modenese. It is theirs, and theirs only, to give 
to the most worthy. If the Tuscans think that the 
Austrian Archduke Ferdinand will defend their inde- 
pendence against their hereditary enemy as ardently as 
he fought at Solferino to destroy it, we shall not ques- 
tion their opinion. If the Modenese can satisfy ihem- 
selves that the young Bourbon whose father ond grand- 
father Parma could not and would not endure will 
blossom into a patriot Duke, we have not a word to ob- 
ject. Only let them decide. 

Once more, before the opportunity shall have passed 
away, let us, as is our duty, seriously remind oer Ministers 
of the dangers they will run if they enter a Congress 
without the most positive stipulations that the popu- 
lations of Italy shail be left free to decide their own 
destinies. The danger is, we say, not to Italy, for the 
fate of that country is in the hands of Providence, but 
to ourselves, if through weakness, or deluded by trea- 
cherous hopes, we abandon the solid vantage-ground we 
now occupy to venture among the swamps and quick- 
sandsof diplomacy.

During last night, commencing about nine o'clock, 
it blew fearfully, and continued in fitful gusts througli- 
out up to this morning. We had no casualty on our 
immediate cost during the week but that of the 
sloop City, belonging to Chester, which ran amongst the 
rocks at Clogher Head, particulars of which have already 
appeared. The Drogheda steamers made their regular 
trips since last Monday, with the exception ot the delay 
of a tide in one instance. The trifling casualty on the 
castern coast may be attributed to the direction of the wind 
which blew off the land. During last night 
however, the gale was rather from an eastern 
direction, and it is feared some diststers will 
be shortly announced on the eastern coast. 

A communication appeared in the Drogheda Argus of 
last evening, froma clever Liverpool correspondent, 
written at the latter place on Thursday night last, con- 
taining a list of the vessels that were totally wrecked on 
the English, Welsh, and Scotch coasts during the late 
gales. Itis drawn up with great pains, and presents one 
of the most frightful pictures following a storm of the 
same duration in the annals of maritime disasters. In 
addition to the names of the vessels lost thetable points 
out whether all on board were saved, all lost, or how 
many lost. The following quotation from the commui.i- 
cation is sadly interesting :—Since the loss of the ill- 
fated Tayleur at Howth, five years ago, there has not 
occurred so disastrous a calamity on any coast, 
It is rather singular that the Royal Charter 
and the Tayleur were designed by the same person, 
built or a similar material, employed in the same trade, 
lost within a few miles ot each other, and the destruc- 
tion of life nearly equal. The actual loss to the shipping 
interest of the 25th and 26th of October, 1859, is beyond 
all conception, and perhaps, without parallel, within 
living reccollection. The last, it must be remembered, 
include only those vessels which were totally 
wrecked. I have only omitted including those 
which have suffered damage only by being driven on 
shore during the gale; otherwise the list would 
extend to doubt the length.“ Then follow the 
names of 107 vessels. In thirty-two instances the par- 
ties on board are pronounced all drowned ; in sixty-one 
instances all saved; aud in the remaining fourteen from 
one to four persons met with a watery grave. The ill- 
fated Royal Charter is included. The correspondent 
remarks that on the bright side of the picture stands 
the Royal National Life-boat Institution. He says it is 
only just to acknowledge the noble assistance it has 
rendered in the cause of suffering humanity, for through 
the timely aid of the life-boats many of the crews re- 
corded as saved were snatched from death by the noble 
exertions of their crews.

Louis Napoleon knows 
well that England is not Austria—that after a war with 
us, nO young man of thirty shut up in a room could 
make a peace, (as at Villafranca) that we should fight 
until we had obtained ample security against a renewal 
of the attack. It is curious to note, however, how these 
fears of French attack (exaggerated as I believe) are 
very general ; you meet then in all classes of society— 

amongst all kinds and conditions of men. 

Dr. Livingstone has written to his friends here, asking 
fora new steamer. ‘The little steamer he took out with 
him is too weak to breast the currents of the Zambesi. 
A new fitting vessel would cost £3,000, but this ought to 
be obtainable especially after the enthusiasm, with 
which Oxford the other day, hailed Gladstone’s high 
praise of Livingstone, as a hero of ourowntime. On 
the same occasion great was the joy of the Oxford 
undergraduates at Gladstone’s allusion to Tennyson— 
‘the great poet of the day.” But since his last poem, 
there is no assembly of educated men, but would have 
received any praise of the laureate with equal heartiness. 
The — 4 nobleness and beauty of “ Guinevere,” 
the final poem in the Idylls of the King,“ has won for 
Teanyson thousands of converts from the few critics of 
rank, who had hitherto denied his power. It is not too 
much tosay that in the whole range of English poetry 
for the last fifty years, there is nothing finer than the 
last of the four Idylis. 

A miserable little burlesque has been brought out this 
week at the little Strand Theatre—the smallest theatre 
in London, but lately through Miss Swansborough’s 
tact raised to a respectable rank. The burlesque is 
written by a Mr. Andrew Halliday, one of the too many 
comic writers, with which this patient epoch is afflicted. 
There is nothing but forced puns, a few so outrageous- 
ly bad that they are laughable, and an attempt to bring 
the poetry of the original into contempt, by a very 
coarse ahd vulgar burlesque.

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DnREADFUL Exrlostoxn AT THE SURREY Consumers’ 
Gas Worxs.—Two Men FRIGHTFULLY ÍNJURED.— 
Yesterday morning much consternation and alarm was 
occasioned in the locality of Rotherhithe-wall by a tre- 
mendous explosion, resembling the discharge of a park 
of artillery. As the sound appeared to come from the 
gas works hundreds of persons congregated before the 
gates, and their alarm was by no means allayed by seeing 
two unfortunate men, apparently lifeless, conveyed away 
on stretchers. Upon inquiry it was ascertained that a 
portion of the building had been blown up, and that the 
two poor fellows alluded to were struck down by the 
terrific force of the explosion. The “ governor’s room, 
as it is termed, had within it a large meter, or gas appa- 
ratus, and it is supposed that a leakage had taken 
place, and that a spark from the smiths’ shop, which 
adjoins, had ignited the gas, and thus caused the 
explosion. The scene after the explosion pre- 
sented an appearance as if portions of the 
buildings had been entirely swept away, the“ gover- 
nor's room” being entirely destroyed and lying in a mass 
of ruins, while the smith’s shop was partially unroofed, 
and the carpenter’s shop seriously. damaged. To show 
the dreadful force of the explosion it is only necessary 
to state that the walls of the “ governor's room” were 
about 18 inches in thickness, and the roof of the most 
solid description. Engines promptly arrived and were 
worked by a large body of firemen. From the official 
report of Mr. Henderson it appears, as above, that the 
“ governor's room” was totally destroyed, smith’s shop 
gsm uaroofed, and carpenter's shop badly damaged.

The amount coined each year has | 
varied considerably. ‘Thus, in 1850, the total was 
£1,621,380, and in 1853 £12,664,125. Last year the 
amount coined again fell to £1,690,359. The gold 
coined reached its marimum in 1853, and its minimum in 
1858; the silver coinage was greatest in 1853, and 
smallest in 1848 ; and the copper coinage was only £448 
in 1850, while it was £61,538 in 1854.

Tun Reernt Gaves.—At the early part of last week 
the eastern coast, as elsewhere, was visited with very 
severe gales, occasioning sad disasters, accompanied 
with loss of life. On Sunday night no fewer than four 
ur five brigs, end some 14 fishing smacks, were driven 
ashore between Southwold and Lowestoft, several of 
which became total wrecks. On Monday the gale re- 
ape“ red, and was fearful in its fury. A French 
schooner, the Jeune Mathilde, of Caen, for Seaham, 
Cove on shore off Lowestoft. Efforts were made 
with Manby's apparatus to communicate with the 
vessel, and it is believed the line went over her, 
but either from ignorance of the fact, or inability 
to avail themselves of it, the crew took no notice 
bf it, and remained in the rigging. Shortly after 
midnight the Pakefield lifeboat approached her as 
near as she could, but, filling with water, and seeing 
there was no prospect of rescuing the crew, the boat 
returned to shore. <As the tide receded the wind 
changed, and the brave fellows again attempted to 
reach the vessel, this time successfully. On Tuesday 
the wind blew a hurricane. The sea was rolling and 
roaring in the most awful manner. Between 11 and 12 
in the morning a screw steamer, the Shamrock, of 
Dublin, went on the Holm Sand, and a flag of distress 
was immediately hoisted. The crew were saved by 
means of a lifeboat and lines. 

Acctpext To THE Screw Streamer Arrican—Tue 
Cartaty AND Four or THE Crew Losr.—Information 
was received here that the screw steamer African, Capt. 
Richardson, had been seriously damaged in the gale on 
Wednesday, and that the captain and several of the 
hands were lost. We learn on inquiry that the African 
sailed from this port for Constantinople on Sunday last, 
and in consequence of the violence of the weather put 
into Padstow Harbour yesterday. Five persons were 
washed overboard during the gale—namely, Captain 

Richardson, William Galbraith, the first engineer; 
Daviel Brown, second engineer; William Goskin, car- 
penter; anda seaman named Russell It appears that 
the tunnel was blown down, and that water to a consi- 
derable depth was in the engine-room, thus rendering 
the vessel comparatively helpless.

A Hanxpsome Girr.—On Wednesday a new church 
at Haley-hill, near Halifax, was consecrated by theBishop 
of Ripon, It has been built entirely at the expense of 
Mr. E. Akroyd, an extensive worsted manufacturer, and 
formerly the member of Parliament for Huddersfield.

with which they are supplied. The same power which 
propels the ship in its course provides the music for the 
passengers. On some locomotives of America smail 
machines of a similar character are fixed, which play 
“ Wait for the Waggon” at the stations ; “ Home, sweet 
Home,” at the end of the journey, and We'er off to 
Alabama” when the train starts on its course. With 
these steam barrels, or box organs, there is, of course, 
the incovenience that the number of tunes is limited, 
and however charmingly they may be played, the best 
of tunes will in time become, with frequent repetition, 
somewhat monotonous. 

The improvements which have been more recently 
made in the instrument are such as to admit of its being 
played as an ordinary pianoforte or organ, and, as now 
arranged, polkas and dance music of ail kinds may be 
produced to any extent, limited only by the taste and 
ability of the performers. ‘The instrument is provided 
with pedals, and will breathe music soft as that of flutes, 
and at other times will swell into strains loud as the 
chorus of 100 instruments. The “Calliope,” as it is 
termed, consists of a square iron frame, three sides 
of which are formed of a steam pipe, and the fourth is 
occupied by a key board. On the upper surface of the 
steam pipe is placed a row of brass tubes, varying in 
height and diameter eimilar to those of an organ, 
the larger ones, as in the case of an organ, being 
those which produce the bass or lower notes. The steam 
is admitted through a small feed pipe into the service 
pipe, or that which forms the frame work of the instru- 
ment. Each of the keys onthe board is connected at its 
farther extremity with a wire attached to the elbow ofa 
small valve, and when the key is depressed it has the 
effect of opening the valve and admitting the steam 
into the tubes, against the side of which it strikes and 
produces a sound varying in its character according to 
the form and dimensions of the pipes into which it is 
admitted. The range of the instrument is at present 
but four octaves, commencing with lower F, but its 
compass may be extended to any degree that may be 
requisite. Condensed air may be used equaliy as well 
9s steam for the purpose of filling the pipes and pro- 
ducing musical sounds. 

It was a somewhat curious coincidence that the first 
public performance of this instrument should have taken 
place at the Crystal Palace immediately after the close 
of Spohr’s fine symphony The Power of Sound.” The 
venerable composer, whose exquisite melodies exhibit 
such complete mastery over all the beauties of harmony 
and counterpoint, and such highly finished instrumenta- 
tion, would have been sadly disconcerted had he heard 
that one of his noblest productions was to be followed 
by a polka played by steam. ‘The admirable style in 
which the symphony and the overture and march from 
“ Jessonda” were rendered by the band under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Manns was by no means a suitable prepara- 
tion for the melody of this steam-muse Calliope. But 
under all these circumstances of invidious comparison 
steam acquitted itself well, and it filled the vast building 
with the well-known strains of the “ National Anthem,” 
“Ilome, Sweet Home,” and a selection from Handel in 
a manner which showed that its claims to take part in 
any future monster concert cannot be lightly passed 
over. The music which the new Calliope discoursed 
was of the most powerful description ; every note could 
be heard distinctly in every part of the building, and 
some of them were not without a degree of sweetness, 
though of a somewhat unusual, and, we had almost said, 
unearthly character, and destitute of those finer tints 
and gradations which are peculiar to the notes oi a weil- 
tuned organ. The lower notes have a considerable 
volume of sound, and it is in these that the instrument 
may be found to be of most value in cases where great 
effects are required to be produced in the deeper tones ; 
and as condensed air may be used equally as well as 
steam, it is not impossible that the Calliope will provea 
powerful addition tu theorchestra of Exeter Hall or the 
monster concerts of the Crystal Palace. 


Draru or Dr. Louis Srour.—This eminent musician 
expired at Hesse-Cassel, on the 22nd ult., at half-past 
nine o'clock in the evening. His death was quite tran- 
quil. Ile had been confined to his bed for eight days, 
and his complaint was of such a nature as afforded not 
the least hopes of his recovery.

The 
funeral of the great composer indeed was marked by 
many reverential tokens honourable alike to the living 
and the dead. The Prince Electoral of Liesse-Ca+s:| 
gave orders to his Court-Marshal to arrange the whole 
whole procession, which was half-an-hour in length. 
The Queen of Hanover sent palm and laurel branches 
to decorate the sarcophagus. The choruses of the 
funeral service were executed by the leading members 
of the Opera and the Grand Ducal chapel.  Pupi!s of 
Dr. Spohr, scattered over all Germany, arrived at the 
various stages of che ceremony to pay their last tribute 
of respect to their master—one or two coming from Hol- 
land.

Bryan, and John Langworth. as trustees, which recited 
that it had been agreed that Jane Bryan and Arthur 
Chaigneau had assigned over the legacy of £2,000 to 
W. B. Bryan and John Longworth ; and certain property 
of Arthur Chaigneau,was settled on certain trusts. W. B. 
Bryan was under the impression that the assets of 
Robert B. Bryan the younger would be sufficient to pay 
Jane Bryan’s legacy; but shortly afterwards a 
claim for a breach of trust alleged to 
have been committed by Robert B. Bryan the 
elder was made against the assets of R. B. Bryan the 
younger, who had exhausted the asscts. The object of 
the suit was to obtain a personel decree against W. B. 
Bryan for £2,000, on the ground of the admission of as- 
sets. Master Brooke, to whom the matter was referred 
under the 15 sec., ordered W. B. Bryan to lodge £2,000, 
with interest, from the date of the will, and from this 
order the present appeal was brought. The Master of 
the Rolls confirmed the ruling of Master Brooke ; and 

Their Lordships, after hearing the arguments of coun- 
tel, vcre of opinion that the appeal should be disallowed. 

Ia re Lord Pomond’s Estate. 

This was an application against a Jandlord, for refus- 
ing the application of the purchaser of a portion of the 
above estate for compensation.

(Before the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice O’Brien, 
and Mr. Justice Hayes.) 

The Poor Law Commissioners v. the Guardians of the 
Clonmel Union. 

The arguments in this case were resumed at the sit- 
ting of the Court. It wasa motion to make absolute 
a conditional order for a mandamus, ordering the guar- 
dians to obey a sealed order of the commissioners 
to levy and may to the commissioners a sum 
of £600, balance of a sum expended by them in build 
ing additional workhouse accommodation in the Clon- 
mel Union. The payment is resisted by the guardians

order against Margaret Aylward was obtained on the 
10th of June, and the order against Mary Jordan 
on the 28th of May. Miss Aylward, by giving the child 
to nurse, assumed to herself the guardianship of it. 

The Chief Justice—She states in her affidavit that 
she handed the child over to a nurse, and she refuses to 
give the name of that nurse, unless ordered by the 
court. 

Mr. Brereton—Yes. 

The Chief Justice said the child was in her responsi- 
ble custody, and she was under the control of the 
court, and was bound to give the name and residence of 
the nurse to whom she had given the girl. The court 
would, therefore, allow the cause shown, but would post- 
pone the making of the final order for the purpose of 
giving the parties an opportunity of pruducing the child 
in court. 

Mr. Sidney said that within the last year and a half 
changes had been made in reference to the girl, and they 
knew nothing about where she had been removed to. 
When the conditionalzorder was obtained, the case of 
Moore. an infant,“ had not been decided. It was subse- 
quently decided, and they agreed it should govern the 
present case. The child. Mary Mathews, had been 
taken out of the custody of the nurse, and they were 
prepared to show by additional affidavits that she was 
so taken away without their connivance, sanction, or au- 
thority. They could not resist the order of the 10th 
June being made absolute, but when the next step 
would be taken for a conditional order for an at- 
tachment to produce the child in court, his 
client would show it was impossible for her to 
obey the order of the court. Of course, unless they 
could show they had not been trifling with the order o 
the court,they would be answerable for the consequences; 
but they had a good cas: to show: they had not 
sanctioned the making away with of the child. as they,had 
reason to believe she had been made away with since 
the conditional order had been obtained. They would 
undertake to show the court the child had not been re- 
moved with their connivance. 

Mr. Brereton, Q.C.—We will take the order and 
shall see that the court will not be baffled in this 
way. 

Mr. Curran—When your lordship sees our additional 
affidavits you will be convinced we havea dona fille 
ease, and the other side shall rot be taken by surprise. 

Mr. Brereton—Nothing would take me by surprise 
in this case. I would not be surprised if the child had 
been sent to South America. 

The Chief Justice said the court should take the most 
effective course, for the purpose of delivering the child 
out of illegal custody. They would give liberty to the 
parties alleged to have custody of the child to file their 
affidavits, and the court would then know to what ex- 
tent they should make their final order. 

Mr. Curran, in reply to Mr. Brereton, stated the name 
of the nurse to whom the child had been given, was 
Elizabeth Kenny, a widow, residing at Taggart, county 
Dublin. : 

The Chief Justive said, that the court expected such 
affidavits would be filed as would enable them to en- 
force the jurisdiction of the court, and they would con- 
sider any evasion of the order they were making fur 
the purpose of baffling the court as contempt. 

Mr. Curran said he would distinctly disprove any 
collusion on the part of his clients. 

The Chief Justice remarke l. it was like a case which 
came before Lord Campbell, where the court was 
obliged to take very strong measures to enforce its 
juris ietion in preventing, as was its duty, any of the 
Queen's subjects, old or young, from being illegally 
detained in custoly, and to prevent its being baffled 
with respect to the production of the party.

Foster v. Gordon, 

Mr. Beytagh applied, on the part of the defendant, 
to have a case which was submitted for the cuonsidera- 
tion of the court be the Tuam magistrates 
amended in several particulars. The action was 
brought to recover the possession of a house from the 
defendant, who was sued as a monthly tenant; but the 
defendant alleged that the evidence went to show that 
he was a vearly tenant, and, therefore, that the juris- 
diction of the magistrates was displaced.

Mr. Lane moved to set aside two paragraphs of the 
summons and plaint in this case, on the ground that they 
disclosed no cause of action, and were embarrassing to 
the detendant. The action was brought to recover 
penalties under the “Corrupt Practices Act,” by the 
plaintiff, who is a voter, and whom, it was alleged, there 
had been an attempt made to bribe at the last Newry 
election. The pragraphs sought to be set aside 
charged that a certain sum of money had been offered to 
the plaintiff to vote, or to refrain from voting, and 

Mr. Law argued that this statement charged no of- 
fence under the act, inasmuch as it could not be consi- 
dered bribery it a man received money, or was promised 
money, to do an act which he could not avoid. 

Mr. D. C. Heron appeared on the other side, and con- 
tended that the promise to give money in the case stated 
in the plaint was sufficient to constitute, under the act, 
the crime of bribery. 

His Lordship refused the motion.

Judge Longfield, shortly after the sitting of the court, 
delivered judgment in this case, which had been at 
hearing for several days.

Orders of the Tipperary Bank had been dis- 
counted by the London and County Bank to such an 
extent, and James Saileir, the managing director of the 
Tipperary Benk, had been so mixed up with the security 
taken by the London and County Bank as to give some 
colour to the suspicion that the two Sadleirs and the 
directors cf the London and County Bank were almost 
leagued in a conspiracy against the Tipperary Bank. 
Moreover, the Tipperary Bank claimed under an un- 
registered instrument prior to that under which the 
London and County Bank claimed. The former bank 
was therefore injured by the transaction which ex- 
tinguished its security, and it had a right to scrutinise 
it rigidly, especially as proof of notice to the directors 
of the London and County Bank might give priority to 
the security under which the official manager of the 
Tipperary Bank claimed. But in this case the circum- 
stances are altogether different. Mr. Eyre had no cause 
of complaint against the deeds of August, 1855, under 
which the London and County Bank now claims, nor 
agniust any of the previous transactions, [lis rights 
under his registered deeds were not prejudiced by them. 
And if trustees misconduct themselves by reckless 
loans made with the property of their cestur que trusts 
there is nething to prevent them from taking any 
security they can get for the purpose of protecting 
themselves and their cestui que trusts from the effects of 
their previous recklessness. Omitting, thereiore, the 
irrelevant details of the prior transactions between John 
Sadieir and the London and County Bank, it is sufficient 
to state that their effect was that John Sadleir was 
indebted to the bank in a considerable sum in the month 
of July, 1855, and that he required a further loan of 
£95,009, to enable him to meet pressing demands. 
Mr. Eyre’s intention was to release the lands 
in favour of any party dealing with Mr. Sadleir, he not 
knowing or caring who that party was. His intention 
also was that the considerations which induced him to 
execute the release should not be disclosed to such party. 
He acted deliberately with full protection, and the assist- 
ance of an attorney, and although he has been grievously 
wronged by Mr. Sadleir, he cannot be permitted to re- 
dress that wrong at the expense of the bank, by de- 
priving it of an advantage which it has honestly ob- 
tained. I must, therefore, overrule Mr. Eyre’s objection 
with costs.
